A negro convict by the name of 
Reuben Collier, sent to the Peniten¬ 
tiary from Fulton county, for seven 
years, on the charge of mule stealing 
—his term beginning on the 3d of 
March, 1890—stole a lamp from the 
cell of a fellow-convict on Tuesday, 
and under the rules of the prison a 
convict guilty of theft forfeits all 
good time earned and is punished 
with twenty lashes. Wednesday 
morning Warden Bolan sent for Col¬ 
lier, questioned him in regard to the 
matter, and ordered him to be locked 
up in his cell until Deputy Warden 
J. W. Marshall came in, whose duty 
it is to punish refractory prisoners. 

When the Deputy Warden arrived 
a colored prisoner employed in the 
cell house, was sent to unlocked Col¬ 
lier’s cell, which was on the 
“eleventh walk,” or upper tier of 
cells, and bring him down. When 
the door was unlocked Collier refused 

I 

to come out, and the convict sent for 
him called to another, a white man I 
by the name of Smith, to come up 1 
and help him bring Colli, r down. 
When Smith arrived at the cell door j 
and started in Collier threw a heavy i 
glass bottle at him which lie dodged, 
the bottle striking the wall and was 
broken into a thousand pieces. The 
colored convict also started into Ithe 
cell, but Collier struck at him with a 
heavy piece of timber shod with iron, 
used as support for his bed, with 
which he had armed himself, and he 
too retreated. Deputy Warden Mar -1 
shall then went up to the cell and 
ordered Collier to give up his club [ 
and come out, but he refused

the refractory prisoner. He stood 
with the club raised ready to brain 
any one who should enter the narrow 
| cell, and stubbornly refused to move 
an inch unless they promised not to 
j punish him. The walk in front of 
the cell door is but three feet wide 
and there was no chance for the men 
on the outside to get at Collier but to 
go in at the door, when a blow from 
his murderous bludgeon would have 
sent them over the slight handrailing 
to the floor fifty feet below. Finding 
that Collier would not listen to 
reason, Warden Bolan told his 
Deputy to fire upon him. Deputy 
Warden Marshall stepped into the 
door, with his pistol in his hand, 
saying: “1, 2, 3, give up that club.” 
But Collier only raised the weapon 
he held in his hand, leaned forward 
and was in the act of striking Mar¬ 
shall when that officer fired, the ball 
striking Collier just below the right 
nipple, passing through his body, 
cutting one of the large arteries 
leading to the heart, and came out on 
the left side. He fell a corpse upon 
the floor of the cell, his body was 
taken up and carried to the hospital, 
where it was viewed Wednesday 
afternoon by Coroner Dehoney and a 
jury. After hearing all the evidence 
in the case the jury returned a ver¬ 
dict that Collier came to his death by 
a pistol-shot wound, the pistol being 
in the hands of Deputy Warden J. W, 
Marshall, in the discharge of his 
official duty. 

Collier had been a quiet and peace¬ 
able prisoner from the timo of his 
incarceration until he got into this 
trouble. 


Gen. Joseph E. Johnson, one of the 
few remaining distinguished Gener¬ 
als of the Confederate army, died in 
Washington City on Saturday, aged 
84 years.

Sherman’s funeral and never recover¬ 
ed. Heart failure was the immedi¬ 
ate cause of his death.

Capt. L. D. Holloway has addressed 
the following letter to the correspon¬ 
dent of the Louisville Times: 

“You announced me some days 
since as a candidate (embrionic) for 
Lieutenant Governor. I don’t want 
the thing to die in embrio but to die 
natural or, at least, in some shape. I 
therefore, being a native born Ken¬ 
tuckian, born in Clark county, Ken¬ 
tucky, January 21, 1824 (and not so 
venerable, being sixty-seven my last 
birth day,) raised in the sasafras and 
peneroil precincts of Franklin and 
the blackberry precincts of Scott, 
have the Blue Grass, sasafras and 
peneroil attachments.

No salary being attached to the 
office of Lieutenant Governor, I could 
not afford to be Lieutenant Governor 
for glory. But I should not expect to 
draw any salary as Clerk of Peniten¬ 
tiary during any time my duties as 
Lieutenant Governor should be called 
into requisition. In politics I am a 
John Morgan Rebel Democrat, with 
the Grover Cleveland attachments. 
In religion what is commonly known 
as a “Campbellite.” May be consid¬ 
ered erratic, excentric and, perhaps, 
cranky, but don’t think so, and if so, 
it is my father’s fault for naming me 
Lorenzo Dow. I have no time of my 
own, not being the head of any State 
department, simply a clerk for Ken¬ 
tucky for nearly nineteen years on a 
small salary (and, of course, no rail¬ 
road passes i if I had the time and 
money to make a canvass. Now, as I 
have such a privilege, I announce 
myself for the position above referred 
to, sink or swim, live or die. survive 
or perish, I will be found at my post 
to give receip.s to all Sheriff’s when 
they bring prisoners to the Kentucky 
penitentiary until further notice. 
Respectfully, L. D. HOLLOWAY.”

Governor squarely between 
Frankfort and Lexington, Hon M. C. 
Alford being the representative in 
the race of the latter city, we are 
for the Captain unanimously.

Mr. John Heller, sr., the well known 
butcher, who bus been running a 
meat store on Broadway for a num¬ 
ber of years past, while in his store 
Monday afternoon, was attacked with 
what was supposed to be a fainting 
fit and fell in the floor He was re¬ 
moved to his room over the store, 
where he grew worse until about 11 
o’clock that night when life became 
extinct. Mr. Heller was born in 
Switzerland but had been a resident 
of this city for some twelve years. 
He lost his wife only about two 
months ago, and leaves two children, 
Mrs. Louisa Murphy, of Louisville, 
and Mr. John Heller, jr., of this city, 
to mourn his death. 

His funeral took place from his late 
residence Wednesday afternoon. 


GOING EAST, 


Friday afternoon, about 5 o’clock, 
Hon. Woodford W. Longmoor, Clerk 
of the Court of Appeals, was sitting 
in the hall of the Constitutional Con¬ 
vention talking with Major P. P. 
Johnston, delegate from Fayette 
county, and had just expressed him¬ 
self as feeling in perfect health, when 
Major Johnston saw a strange ex¬ 
pression come over his face and Mr. 
Longmoor complained of a suffocat¬ 
ing sensation, a strange oppression 
about the throat, and asked for a 
glass of water. Major Johnston ad¬ 
vised him to get out of the hall and 
assisted him into the rotunda After 
getting outside the hall Mr. Long¬ 
moor drew himself upon his crutches, 
remarking his left leg was paralyzed. 
Major Johnston called to Squire 
Pat. McDonald to assist him and to¬ 
gether they carried the dying man 
to the cloak room and laid him upon 
a sofa, he having become unconscious. 
Medical aid was summoned immedi¬ 
ately but it was too late, for he died 
in about twenty minutes. Mrs. Long¬ 
moor and bis only son were notified 
and were with him when death came, 
but he never recognized either. The 
physicians announced that appoplexy 
caused his death. 

Mr. Longmoor had only been a 
resident of this city since he went 
into ofiice in September last, having 
been elected last August, but his kind 
and gentle disposition had made 
friends for him of all our citizens 
with whom he had come in contact, 
and his sudden and untimely death 
is deeply regretted by all. 

Brief funeral services were held at 
his late ^residence on Shelby si reel 
Saturday morning, and the remains 
were taken to his old home in Cyn- 
thianu, where the funeral took place 
Sunday morning at 11 o’clock A 
special train was run from this city 
to that point over the Kentucky Mid¬ 
land and a large number of our citi¬ 
zens went over to pay the last tribute 
of respect to the memory of one whom 
they had in so short a time learned 
to hold in the highest esteem.

At a meeting of the Capital Loca¬ 
tion Committee of the Constitutional 
Convention held on Friday evening 
of last week, nine of the eleven 
members composing the committee 
were present. Five of the number 
were in favor of recommending to 
the Convention that the seat of gov¬ 
ernment be permanently located 
here while the other four were split 
up on the proposition to submit the 
question to a vote of people no two 
of them agreeing upon the same 
plan. 

It was decided that a in ajority 
report should be made recommend¬ 
ing iKisit Frankfort be the permanent 
seat of government, which report 
was made to the Convention on 
Saturday morning. Of course the 
delegate from Lexington, Hon. 
Charles J. Bronston, made a vigorous 
protest against the report being re¬ 
ceived, but the Convention, by a vote 
of 34 to 25, decided that it should be, 
and it was placed in the orders of the 
day, and will probably come up next 
week for final action. 

On Tuesday night the other mem¬ 
bers of the Committee who were op¬ 
posed to Frankfort held a meeting 
and prepared a report recommending 
that the matter of Capital location 
be submitted to a vote of the people. 
The report was made to the Conven¬ 
tion Wednesday afternoon and also 
went into the orders of the day. 

Frankfort is willing to stand on her 
present hand, and is not at all ulurmed 
by the Lexington and Louisville 
“bluff's.”

The Edward* Heir* Meet 
and Consult. 


June 16, 1816. 

Died Sept. 14, 1887. 

On the rear panel is the following 
inscription, written by Gen. Basil 
Duke: 

“He earned affection which can die 
only with the hearts in which his 
memory is enshrined: andjhis life, 
consecrated to duty and charity, is 
an example of heroism and fidelity. 

“Chief Magistrate of his native 
Commonwealth, his official record is 
a bright page in her illustrious histo¬ 
ry. 

“In his great soul Justice, Honor 
and Mercy ruled together, and sor¬ 
did aspirations held no sway. 

“He rests with the blessed who 
have feared God and loved their fel¬ 
low-men.” 

On the dial thfere is a very richly 
carved frieze projected over and be¬ 
yond the panels of the dial, giving a 
fine and pleasing effect to the entire 
structure; and in the front of the 
frieze there is a bronze plate repre¬ 
senting the “Good Samaritan.” The 
finishing piece of the monument is a 
massive cap with rich leaf ornaments. 
On the four corners of the top of this 
piece is a richly molded Grecian rope 
mold,extending in double coils across 
the entire top of the cap.
